The inheritance of some metrical characters of the Granary weevil 
(Calandra granaria L.) (Col. CuRCULIONIDAE). 


[ Abstract. | 


While no obvious mutants in morphological characters such as shape or eye- 
colour have been observed in the Granary weevil, it has been found that some 
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of the variation in weight, length of life-history, speed of walking, reaction to 
directed light and resistance to starvation is due to genetical causes. Differences 
in such characters do not segregate cleanly, for they are evidently controlled by 
a number of additive genes, but lines with different means can be established 
by inbreeding and selection. In a number of cases, individuals of an inter- 
mediate character produce more offspring than either extreme, so that it 1s 
difficult to maintain the extremes which appear at the beginning of selection. 
A mechanism appears, therefore, to be established by which variability within 
the species is favoured. There is a general correlation between weight and 
length of life-history, so that small individuals tend to have a longer develop- 
mental period.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE ANNUAL MEETING HELD ON 17TH JANUARY, 1945. 
Dr. E. A. Cockayne, M.D., F.R.C.P., President, in the Chair.
